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The figures of btrtiu and deaths shown in this state- 
ment for week ending the 2 let November, 1953, relate to 
165 towns with an estimated population of 18,103 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 296 and their population Is 
30,160 thousands. Thus 56% of the total number of towns 
representing 60% of the total population Is oovered in 
this statement. The numbers of births and deaths reoorded 
in these towns were 12,249 and 6,333 representing birth 
and death rates of 35*2 and 18 '1 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

(4) States {Pqrt* A and 0 ). — The data here relate to 
142 towns with an estimated population of 15,135 thousands. 
Information about Ajmer, Bihar Bombay and West Bengal 
could not be included. The total number of towns 
is 250 and their population is 30,810 thousands.
